A  native  of  Faulkner  County 
rkansas,  Mr.  Maddox  took  his 
.  B.  degree  at  Hendrix  College 
1910,  and  his  M.  A.  degree 
rem  Columbia  University  in  1916. 
ie  did  graduate  work  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  and  University  of 
outhern  California. 
After  several  years'  experience 
Arkansas  high  schools.  Mag- 
olia  A.  &  M..  Southwest  Okla- 
onia  Teachers  College,  and  Okla- 
oina  A.  &  M.,  Mr.  Maddox  came 
Northwestern  State  College  in 
1920.  He  is  therefore  now  com- 
aleting  his  32nd  year  of  service. 
Professor  Maddox  has  published 
several  articles  on  mathematics 
and  is  the  author  of  a  book  en- 
titled Development  and  Applica- 
tion of  Arithmetic.  He  holds  mem- 
bership in  the  leading  profession- 
al associations  in  his  field.  At  the 
meeting  of  the  National  Council 
of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  in 
Stillwater.  Oklahoma,  last  Decem- 
ber, Professor  Maddox  spoke  on 
"Improving  The  Training  of 
Teachers  of  Secondary  Math." 
During  the  last  two  years  he  has 
served  as  visiting  lecturer  and 
consultant  at  the  Arithmetic  Work- 
shop conducted  by  Southwestern 
Louisiana  Institute,  and  at  the 
Mathematics  Institute  sponsored 
by  Louisiana  State  University. 


Though  Mr.  Good  was  born  in 
Franklin,  Indiana,  he  spent  most 
of  his  early  life  in  Kansas,  where 
his  parents  moved  in  1885  when 
Mr.  Good  was  three  years  old.  His 
early  education  was  obtained  in 
the  country  schools  of  Kansas, 
where  he  taught  for  three  vears 
before  entering  Kansas  State 
Teachers  College  at  Emporia.  Here 
he  took  his  A.  B.  degree  in  1910 
and  earned  his  M.  A.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  in  1917. 
Later  he  spent  several  summers  as 
a  student  of  sociology  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.  After  nine 
years  of  teaching  in  the  high 
schools  of  Kansas.  Oklahoma,  and 
Arkansas,  and  at  Hastings  College 
in  Nebraska,  Professor  Good  came 
to  Northwestern  State  College  in 
1920.  Like  Mr.  Maddox  therefore 
he  is  completing  his  32nd  year  of 
distinguished  service  at  Northwest- 
ern State  College. 

Mr.  Good  is  the  author  of  two 
books:  Sociology  and  Education, 
published  by  Harper  Brothers  in 
1926;  and  Sociological  Founda- 
tions of  Education,  published  by 
Crowell  Company  in  1942.  He  is 
also  co-author  of  Bibliographies  of 
Educational  Sociology  (1928)  and 
Social  Control  (1947). 

Professor  Good  holds  member- 


ship in  the  leading  professional 
organizations  of  his  field  and  has 
filled  important  offices  in  several 
of  them,  including  the  presidency 
of  Southwestern  Sociological  So- 
ciety and  the  Louisiana  Academy 
of  Sciences.  He  has  long  been 
active  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Kappa 
Delta  Pi,  and  the  Louisiana  Par- 
ent-Teachers Association. 


Northwestern  State  College  will 
sustain  a  severe  loss  with  the  re- 
tirement of  these  two  gentlemen. 
They  are  widely  and  favorably 
known  throughout  the  area  served 
by  our  college.  If,  as  many  be- 
lieve, fundamental  integrity  is  the 
first  requirement  of  a  college  pro- 
fessor, Northwestern  State  College 
was  singularly  fortunate  in  the  em- 
ployment of  these  two  faculty 
members  in  1920.  Since  both  these 
men  habitually  live  on  the  highest 
plane,  their  constant  devotion  to 
duty  has  been  of  inestimable  value 
to  Northwestern  State  College. 
They  have  a  host  of  friends  among 
faculty  members,  students,  alumni, 
and  townspeople.  Though  we 
thoroughly  regret  to  lose  their 
valuable  services,  all  of  us  ardent- 
ly wish  for  them  long  and  con- 
tinued service  in  the  cause  of 
education.  We  are  confident  that 
they  will  make  valuable  contribu- 
tions in  the  communities  to  which 
they  retire. 

Prather  To  Be 
Honored  On  May  10 

/\l  a  special  program  on  Satur- 
day morning.  May  10,  at  10 
o'clock,  in  the  Fine  Arts  Audi- 
torium, President  H.  Lee  Prather 
will  be  honored  for  his  outstand- 
ing achievements  here  at  the  Col- 
lege and  for  his  recent  selection  to 
the  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame. 

Hundreds  of  former  students 
and  athletes,  coached  by  Prather, 
will  be  present  for  the  exercises 
to  do  honor  to  their  coach.  Mem- 
bers of  football,  baseball,  and 
track  teams  through  the  years 
1913-1934.  and  members  of  the 
basketball  teams  through  the 
years  1913-1950,  are  especially  in- 
vited to  be  present  for  this  oc- 
casion. Special  recognition  will  be 
given  the  1916-1917  basketball 
team,  a  team  that  did  net  lose  a 
game  in  conference  play. 


Robert  To  Address  Assembly 
Dr.  E.  B.  (Ted  I  Robert,  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Education,  Lou- 
isiana State  University,  will  be  the 
principal  speaker  at  the  program. 
Dr.  Robert  is  an  alumnus  of  the 
College  and  a  member  of  the 
basketball  team  to  be  honored.  He 
will  pay  tribute  to  Coach  Prather, 
both  as  a  man  and  as  one  of  the 
nation's  outstanding  basketball 
figures. 

Presiding  over  the  meeting  will 
be  James  Yergler,  the  only  Varsity 
basketball  player  for  the  1952- 
1953  season  who  was  under  the 
tutelage  of  Coach  Prather.  Van  D. 
Odom,  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  will  recognize  all  let- 
termen  present  who  were  coached 
by  Prather.  and  Coach  Charles  F. 
(Red)  Thomas,  varsity  basketball 
coach,  will  give  a  review  of  the 
record  of  Coach  Prather. 

The  introduction  of  the  1916- 
1917  basketball  team  will  be  made 
by  Prof.  S.  W.  Nelken,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
a    former    athlete    under    Prather. 

President  Emeritus  V.  L.  Roy, 
who  was  president  of  "Normal" 
at  the  time  Coach  Prather  was  em- 
ployed as  coach,  director  of 
athletics,  and  teacher,  will  make 
the  presentation  address. 

All  alumni  and  former  students 
are  extended  a  most  cordial  invita- 
tion to  return  to  the  campus  and 
do  honor  to  Coach  Prather  on  May 
10.
